young writers. One day he wrote to one of his favorite pupils: “I made 
’em think of you—th a t’s glory enough for one." 
T hat favorite line of m ine—he climbs highest who helps another up— 
can be contrasted with another one. He falls quickest, and hardest, who 
climbs upon the misfortunes of others. 
The richest reaping in this life is from what we give out to others. 
T h at which you store in your m ind and heart is perm anent. All other 
storing is transient business. 
A quick turn of fate has left m any a man 
penniless—but no turn cf fate can take from a richly stored m ind and 
heart their treasured accum ulations. 
The book which leaves its indelible impression upon our m ind is that 
one which is the experience of the one who wrote it. We listen to tile one 
who has gone through the fire of life and take his counsel to heart. Other 
wise we pay for rn any a blunder th a t might have been saved. 
He who reaps is he who gives—not in money—but in himself. 
You 
cannot buy sincere appreciation nor the faith in you of another. I t must 
come through an earned worth.

Washington, May 4 (AP)—Light­ 
ning, flames and firemen staged a 
spectacular exhibition Sunday 
in 
the steeple-tip of the old Postoffice 
Department 
Building, 
300 
feet 
above historic Pennsylvania 
ave­ 
nue. 
Striking the six-foot metal cap 
during a rain and hail storm, light­ 
ning ignited the inside of the taper­ 
ing roof but at the same time set 
of! an automatic fire alarm through 
contact with a steel beam. 
When firefighters arrived at the 
forty-year-old structure—now hous­ 
ing the 
Agricultural 
Adjustment 
Administration and divisions of the 
general accounting office and the 
Department of Agriculture—guards 
were going about their business. 
“Where’s the fire?” asked acting 
Fire Chief A. C. Bucher. 
“Ifs not here,” replied the guards. 
The firemen went outside again 
md after scanning the building de­ 
tected a faint spiral of smoke curl­ 
ing from the tip of the stone tower 
in the front of the building. 
While one squad of fire fighters 
climbed from 
within to a tower 
balcony about 300 feet above the 
street, another group began piec­ 
ing together enough small hose to 


reach the top. Those on the bal­ 
cony threw down a line, chew up 
the hose and then 
climbed like 
steeplejacks up the inside of the 
tower. 
Tile firemen climbed slowly to­ 
ward the metal tip, which was a red 
glow in the rainy sky. 
Hacking away at tile roof and 
shooting water into the stubborn 
blaze the firemen extinguished it 
almost two hours after the auto­ 
matic alarm was sounded. 
Excepting the steeple and about 
200 panes of glass broken in a huge 
skylight by the falling pieces 
of 
slate there was believed 
to have 
been no other damage.
